HEAVY DAMAGES IN 
PHILLIPPINES, 


EIGHTY-TWO KILLED. 


Mantta, Jan. 6. 

Eighty-two persons are known 
to be dead and many more are 
reported to be missing, ws a reault 
of a severe typhoon, which swept 
the Visayan Islands, some two 
hundred miles to the south of 
Manila on Saturday,

over fifty small sailing boats were 
fost, ;

In an important speech this 
afternoon at a meeting of the 
Federal Structure Sub-Commit- 
tee of the Round Table Confer- 
ence, which amounted to a de- 
clarntion of the attitude of the 
Liberal section of. the 
delegation on the main question 
before the Sub-Committee, Lord 
Reading, 8 former Viceroy of In- 


dia, warmly associated himself, 


with the opinion expressed by 
Sir Tej Sapru on Friday that the 
only cure for distrust was trust. 

In a plea for mutual trast be- 
tween Indin and Britain, Lord 
Reading said the question of re- 
sponsibility and settlement of the 
Hindu-Morlem controverrny were 
the most important matters before 
the Conference. Regarding the 
latter, he expressed the carnest 
hope that when it came up again

tled amicably, 
A New Situation. 


Lord Reading devoted his speech 
solely, to the question of respon- 
sibility.’ Since the Princes had de- 
elared :thefr intention of joining 
in n Fedora!’ Constitution for all- 
India, n new asituntion was creat- 
ed. and, as the Prime Minister had 
safd, the declaration had revolution- 
ised the whole aspect of the mnt- 
ter, before them. 

The Liberal section of the Bri- 
tish delegation approached the sib- 
ject. of the responsibility of the 
Federal Executive and the Federal 
Legislature with a genuine desire 
to give effect, as far as they Jegiti- 
mately could, to the views of the 
British Indian delegation, provid- 
ed adequate safeguards and reser- 
vations were introduced enabling 
the Government of Indin to be 
enrried on with reasonable sccur- 
ity und protection to all interests, 
and that the new Constitution would 
be fairly workable.

ARSON TRIAL BREEZE. 


An objection against what he 
termed as the strangest cross- 
examination he had ever heard, 
which he described . as 
“monstrous,” wag made by Mr. 
F. C. Jenkin at the Criminal 
Sessions this morning before Mr. 
Justice Wood and nvury, when 
the arson case was resumed. 

His Lordship, howeved, over-ruled 
the objection, and pormitted Mr. 
Somerset Fitzroy, ‘counsel for 
the Crown, to continue his cross- 
examination. an 

The incident arose when the 
third prisoner, Yeung Fu, was 
being cross-examined by Mr. 
Fitzroy, after having elected to 
wive his evidence in the witness 
box yesterday afternoon. 

Mr, Jenkin said:-—I must pro- 
test. ‘This is really the strangest 
cross-examination 1 have ever. 
heard, because my friend, in his 
crons-examination, has not yet put 
any question which hoa the 
slightest relationship to ordinary 
cross-examination. He is really 
using this prisoner a8 a witness 
for the Crown’ for the purpose of 
incriminating the other two men. 

Judge Intervenes 

His Lordshtp:—That is the 
principal reason why J asked Mr. 
Fitzroy to question him first. The 
nature of hig examination is, 
technically, a cross-cxamination, 
because this witness_is not a Crown 
witness. Seeing that the evidence 
which this ‘man is giving on his 
own behalf tended rather to 
incriminate your men, that was the 
principal reason, apart from any 
other general reason, why I in- 
vited Mr. Fitzroy to put whatever 
questions he wanted to put before 
you cross-examined the witness. 
I take it that crosa-cxamination 
really means examination by onc 
side of a witness of the other side. 
A witness for either side may 
be friendly or unfriendly. 
think that’ Mro-Fitzroy: is- entitled 
to get whatever information he can 
from this witness. . 

Mr. Jonkin:—1 respectfully aub- 
mit that this procedure {s wholly 
unprecedented and, ‘also, grossly 
unfair to this man, although I do 
not appear for him. The Crown can- 
not have it both ways. He is now be- 
ing used as a witness for the Crown 
and, presently, the Crown will seek 
to get him convicted by the jury. 
If the Crown wants him to give 
thia evidenco, I submit that they 
must withdraw ngainst thia man 
and Iet bim be .a witness for the 
Crown, so that he js not in. any 
peril. : 

‘ “Monstrous” Treatment, 

“The Crown is now treating thls 
man favourably a3 a witness for 
the Crown against my two clients,” 
added Mr. Jenkin, “and the 
Crown will, provaneee ask tho 
jury to convict him. [. submit 
that that {gs monstrous.”

Mr. Scott hopes to arrive in 
England on February 18 on his 
birthday, The dato of his depar- 
ture from Croydon will be deter- 
mined by*the woather roports, but 
he hopes to leave about the middle 
of March, just before full moon. 
This will give him an opportunity 
to do night flying, and on the 
assumption that there will be a 
full moon he plans to fly for at 
least one night between Bushire 
ard Karachi, Additional night 
flying will be dictated by neccs- 
sity. s 

Born In Loudon, Mr, Scott has 
had an adventurous life. Ite is 
of the ynunger generation which 
was only old cnough to be at 
school during the war. Immedi- 
ately after leaving .college he 
went to Demarara, in South 
America, where he was engaged 
in sugar planting. Three years 
later he returned to England and 
joined the Royal Air Force, rising 
to the rank of flying officer, He 
yeas attached to the 23rd fighting 
squadron, and duringy his” term 
passed with honours as a navi- 
gator, Following no course of 
night flying in the daya when it 
was hazardous to do so, Mr, Scott 
was one of three specially selected 
in 1924 and 1925 to give demon- 
strations of night flying over 
Wembley Exhibition, After a 
service of 4% years in the Air 
Force, Mr. Scott planned to settle 
on the Gold’ Const of’ Africn. 
While .on furlough, however, he 
visited Australia and there became 
interested in the western service 
inaugurated by Qantas Ltd, from 
Brisbane. Despite his intention 
of abandoning flying a4 an occupu- 
tion, the service appealed to him, 
und he became one of the famous 
pilots of Quntns whose names are

They became engaged and.were 
married on their return to 
Australia. When ‘Rosemary, 
duughter. of the happy couplo.was 
born, the proud father made ao 
record flight from Brisbane to 
Melbourne, flying 1,040 miles in a 
standard Moth machine in 13 
hours 25 minutes, performed in 
one day.

We know now that fear is the 
greatest handicap of the human 
race. : 

1 think it has been decided that 
the advantages of o fear-ruled 
world are Iess than a world in 
which ‘people move. and behave 
well for higher reasons. 


That. most people, ‘and moat 
children, obey social law and’ poll- 
tical Inw only because they are 
afraid not-to {s upheld by some 
as a good thing. “The discipline 
of fenr is,” thoy remark without 
qualification, “the only way to 
prevent people from running 
amuck-and- becoming savages.” 


Well, perhaps it is: at present. 
Older people can make their own 
adjustments to that. 

But with cHlldren we cannot 
have the discipline of fenr with- 
out injuring ‘the tender fabric of 
emotional and: mental stability. 
After that, when they are grown, 
let them develop whatever thou- 
sand and ono fears they like. 
They are formed by that time and 
there is less danger of breaking 
down something infinitely precious 
in their souls. 


Respect Is Not Fear. 


Fear in childhood has no place. 
Respoct fe . 
regard for authority.’ .because 
authority {s right, but .not dread 
of it. 

And so wo now look: at dis- 
cipline from this angle.. 

Theso points we have: the best 
discipline is obtained by carly 
start, ‘regular habit; praise, 
co-operation, and few commands 
well chosen that permit a certain 
freedom of action within: their 
circle. Also gradually educating

One of these 
days, a very serious accident will 
occur there. Brakes will slip 
without warning on a wet day and 
n bus will charge the iron railing 
on the south aide of Lower Albert 
Rond, and take the almost sheer 
seventy-foot drop beyond. At the 
Coroner's Inquest, the jury will re- 
commend reconstruction of the 
corner, and the P.W.D. with 
unusual celerity and with the 
approval of ILE, the Governor will 
tuke a slice of about fifteen, feet 
from the garden of Government 
House and provide | comparative 
safety within a week or two, It is 
unfortunato that the work cannot 
be done before. There {8 as yet no 
ren] proof of the danger, and the 
urgency ‘cannot well appear until 
such proof is forthcoming.

IS BERNARD SHAW 


By BERNARD FALK. 


AVING incautiously montlon- 

ed that I had my own views 

about Bernard Shaw as a great 

man I have been challenged to set 
them forth. ; 

I do not attach, much importance 
to Mr, Shaw being our most con- 
sidorable Htorary figure. That is 
success, not greatness, nnd’ the 
competition in thia arid ago ia not 
very fleree, Neither am 1 im- 


‘pressed by. his _ popularity, ‘his 


prosperity, or the davoted follow- 
ing that acclaimsa with hosannas 
all ho docs and says, The samo 
applies ‘to Ethel M. Dell; or, inva 
differont sphere, to Greta. Garbo 
and Gracie Fields, and I should 
hesitate to consider any one of 
these ladica great, 

The immense volumo of work— 
thirty bound tomes—credited td 
Mr. Shaw is a sign of his indus- 
try, not necessarily of his genius. 
When I examine this mass of writ- 
ing, do I find myself jn tho pre- 
sence of a great thinker, or an 
original dramatist, or a  wonder- 
ful creative artist? I cortainly 
do not. © 


Argument,

His ‘numerous contributions ‘to 
the drama establish him as a 
nirthful, provocative, Ingenious, 
tepical writer whosa crusadca 
against conventional humbug, 
tyranny, or faddism are apt to be 
amusing, if not always convincing. 
But thoy aro innocent of grantness 
in the sense that one would ap- 
ply the term to the plays of 
Shakespeare, Mollere, or even that 
more recent dramatist Ibsen, who 
was by no means a genius, and in 
quality the plays of Bernard Shaw. 
are decidedly Infertor. ‘ 

There ts not a single Bernard 
Shaw character that one remem- 
bers without an effort~not a soli- 
tary line or phrase in that huge 
ruck of unmuasical ‘prose which 
haunts the memory. 

Argument! Argument! Argu- 
ment! This is Bernard Shaw; but 
whon {t comes Ao dap wisdom how 
light he travels! is types are 
varied, but not original, and exist 
simply ag mouthpieces for his pro- 
nouncements on every subject un- 
dor the sun—and a few others, 
~-But one has the feeling; all the 


time, that he has cheated us, that; 


there js in him the gift to produce 
masterpicees which would entitle 
him to greatness, No, he prefers 
to enjoy himself, to indulge in tho 
porniclous and fatal habit of wat. 
ching his brain function. Thus 
his work recks of the Inboratory 
and lacks the spontaneity which 
is the hallmark of genius. ; 
‘If that ~were all, if we hnd to 
conclude that by renson .of his 
shortcomings ' as thinker and 
dramatiat Bernard Shaw had lost 
hig way, this article would come 
to an end now with some pious 
regrets for a soul that had missed 
the Hght:” Happily: ---for-- one’s 
rounded verdict on the sage, he 
thrustg forth another and more 
legitimate claim to greatness, ‘und 
we are bound to concede St to'him. 
Bernard Shaw is.a great peraon- 
ality, Not a great thinker, not a 
great dramatist, but a grent per- 
sonality, and with hia tall, digni- 
fied ‘appearance and aristocratic 
hend he looks the part. Whatever 
ho'snys or doca interests us. His 
polemics may cxasperate: we can- 
not ‘remnoin indifforent to his 
opinions; his physical activitics 
may make us smile: we cannot but 
admire them. . 


GREAT? 


He is the first philosopher . of 
world-wide ropute to’ appear in ° 
plus-fours.,. I know of no other 
writer who at the age of .74 goes. 
hill-climbing and wator-diving, As. 
untiring in energy at his advanced — 
age as Voltaire, Goethe, or Ana- 
tole France, he has thrice their 
physical stamina. .He could give 
Goothe 200 yards start in a mile 
walk and beat him easily, sssum- . 
ing the Gorman poct belonged to 
this ora and did not dladain such 
a prosale combat. 


Forgotten How to Stop, | 


- Bernard Shaw is a gyroscope 
who keeps “on spinning. If. ho 
stopped he would be ordinary, He 
doesn't stop. He has forgotton 
how. Ho reminds us’ of the sick 
man who saved his life by, -not 
having strength cnough te draw 
hia last brenth. : 

Tho historian of tho twentieth ° 
contury will be grateful for Ber- 
nard Shaw. In his acarch for, 
colour, anecdote, and character 
the stylish clothes and arlatocru- 
tic hauteur of Arnold Bonnott will 
yield him a trifle, but from tho 
sayings and doings and -idlosyn- 
crasics.of tho giant of .Whitchall-:. 
court he will gather a bushelful. 

Our hero hides nothing from 
posterity, Wo know. tho most in-. 
timate details of his Hfe, how his 
morning paper is propped up’ at 
the brenkfast table, the care be- 
stowed on his fine head and beard 
by the Bond-street barber, his 
passion for answering on post- 
enrds the riddles of a thousand 
correspondents, 

Thoy called Maric Studholme 
“the postcard queens” with what 
greater . reason could Bernard 
Shaw. be described ag “the poat~ 
card king?!” ; 

History will arrange in proper 
proportion all thése aspects of 
fascination that contribute to 
Shaw’s greatness. How the Lytton 
Strachoy of 1975 will relish the 
tit-bita he collects from the Bor 
nard Shaw cuttings! . : 


Personality, 


In my opinion, then, Bernard 
Shaw goes to the Elystan Ficlds 
by virtuo of his greatness as-a por- 
sonality, by reason of hia atrong, 
marked, and picturesque indivi- 


duallty. I cannot repress a feol- - , 


ing of uneasiness. I hope dine 
ceroly he is not placed too near 
or, at any rate, too often. next 
Shakespeare, for I would not wish, 
that gentle spirit to‘be disturbed 
by “his mocking laughter.

CORDIAL SPEECHES. 
Amoy, Jan. 2. - 
Tho Port “Health Service 
hitherto controlled by the Customs 
was formally passed over to the 
National Quarantine Service yer- 
terday, the inauguration cereniony 
taking place to-day at tte oficial 
quarters, the Bund, before a large 
nudience of Chinese offictala 
including Captain Pan (represen- 
tatlve of Admiral Lin Kuo-ken), 
Chiefa of Iiver Pollee, City Police, 
Health Department, Education, 
Commissioner of Customs (C,'N. 
Holwill), heads of foreign and 
Chinese shipping firms and. othor 
business housea. 5 


In the absence of Admiral Lin, 
Dr, Wu Lientch, Director-General 
of the National Quarantine Ser- 
vice, took the chair and after the 
usunl snlute to the portrait of the 
lute President Sun Yat-sen intro- 
duced Mr, Holwill, Commissioner 
of Customa, 


Mr. Holwill sald that, he took 
much plensurd in formally hnind- 
ing over the Port Health work to 
Dr, Wu Lien-teh aa head of the 
National Quarantine — Service. 
Ever since the opening of the Port 
yetirs ago, the Customs had In 
‘Amoy, as elaewhere, undertuken 
work because up to 
now no . independent Chinese 
health authority had been ayall- 
able. But now, when the Ministry 
of Health had created a special 
Quarantine Service to supervise 
this work all over China, he glad- 
ly .on behalf of the Inspector 
General of Customs transferred its 
authority to Dr. Wa, in whom they 
all had the greatest confidence, 
and wished the Quarantine Service 
every success and prosperity. 


Important Work. 


Dr. Wu Lien-teh first spoke in 
mandarin, then in English for the 
benefit of the foreign guests 
present. He said that = the 
National Quarantine Service of 
China was inaugurated on July 1, 
1930, with the taking over of the 
important port of Shanghai, It 
was a well-established fact that 


[international health and shipping 


interests, were closely = inter- 
twined; when an epidemic broke 
out, both the port and shipping with 
its commerce Ruffered, Henca it 
was most Important that all con- 
nected with an importint port like 
Amoy, with its huge emigration 
traffid, should emphasise the health 
of the city, its hinterland and the 
people who migrate from it. Amoy 
had large connexions with Malaya, 
Netherlands East Indies and the 
Philippines and it was most neces. 
sary for the Government to en- 
force proper health precautions for 
those wha leave these shores, 80 
that neither the emigrants who go 
out nor the territories which admit 
them should ‘suffer unnecessarily

parnasse district, containing no 
more than a dozen houses and {n- 
habited by not o few artists. : 

“The first victim was an cldorly 
spinster, Mlle. Carre, a devotee of 
the Christian Science movement. 
On April 26, 1928, the tenant of tho 
ground floor flat heard the sound 
of dull shock emanating from the. 
flat above him, but took no special 
notice.- The police: later found 
Mile. Carre lying dead on the mat 
beside her bed. An inquiry. con- 
cluded that the cause of death had 
been natural, 

A month ago Monsignor de In 
Valette, who occupied another fiat. 
in tho house, was found dead in his 
bath-room. Death from natural 
chuses was concluded. 

On Saturday last a relative of the 
dead ‘prelate came ‘to the Intter’s 
flat, that was atill boing {nhabited 
by Miss Sims, the housekeeper, to 
acttle details counected with M. 
de In Valette’s estate. After call- 
ing twice and finding no sign of 
the housckeeper, the relative search- 
ed the flat and found the bath-room 
door bolted on the inside. The door
